The Canadian Prairies QSO Party 


The Canadian Prairies QSO Party (CPQP) is less than 
1 1/2 months away, on Saturday, May 14, 2022. The 
first QSO party for Manitobans and Prairie Provinces 
hams begins at 1700z, a comfortable noon local time, on 
Saturday and runs for 10 hours. Participants may op- 
erate for all or any portion of the day. 


Only 4 bands (10m-15m-20m-40m) will be eligible, we 
wanted to maximize the daylight hours, for best propa- 
gation. The exchange that Winnipeggers will give is a 
signal report (RST) and your Federal Electoral District 
(FED). For example, if you are located in St. Vital, 
you would say "St. Boniface-St. Vital" or just use the 
abbreviation "STB". The other station would either 
give you their FED or their province/state. All SSB and 
CW contacts are eligible. 


The Winnipeg Amateur Radio Club is a key award 
sponsor for CPQP. As well, everyone who participates 
(minimum 10 QSOs) will receive a certificate of recog- 
nition. Everyone is encouraged to participate: low 
power, high power modest antenna - it doesn't matter. 
Don't be afraid to dip your toes in the water.

Confessions of a Casual Contester 
Vol. 2 Issue 9 
from the shack of DavidVE4DL 


I am not now, nor ever have been, a Contester. I don't 
see myself becoming a Contester either, if one defines 

the term to include round-the-clock operations, intra- 
venous fluids and diapers, and frequent relays of cold, 
one-hand meals. Not my thing, at all. BUT 


CQ WW WPX phone is up this week, have to tend to 
the station in preparation. Last phone contest was a 
complete frost, but ’'m not discouraged. Not really. 
(Okay, I’m just a sucker for another contest.) The 
weather has still not moderated enough to get to my 
antenna, so I'll just have to trust in it for a while long- 
er. 

In the shack, I will download the latest logger and 
countries list, update the history file and SuperCheck- 
Partial files, test that all the connections work. New CQ 
files will have to be recorded, as well. I spent some of 
my off time working on better settings for the various 
microphones I might be using: Heil Goldline as prima- 
ry on the boom. Heil ProSet HCS5 on the headset. MC- 
60 desk mic as back-up. Each needs different settings 
for mic level and processor. Do I put the station moni- 
tor back inline? Pll need a new patchcord then. 

WPX has an award for unassisted ops, so that makes it 
an easy choice to not use the spotting network. I gener- 
ally prefer to be unassisted anyway — who wants to be 
dropped right onto every pileup, really? The unponder- 
able is how many bands will be usable to me on the 
day? Sunspots turning into view, no recent CMEs, 
marginal solar flux numbers. Not expecting to break 
any records. 


It’s in the log now. Slow, but I enjoyed it more than 
ARRL DX a while back. More than 5X as many Qs, 
some interesting DX, even more DX not worked 
(barefoot and a low antenna don’t help) and some real 
surprises, like EI100C out of nowhere. Aland Islands 
showed up for 2 minutes, answered me but was gone 
before I could send their exchange (drat!) I noticed a 
lot of the people I worked were similarly struggling to 
copy others, so I didn’t feel lonely at all. A Club mem- 
ber who usually blows my headset off was barely a 
whisper the few times we crossed paths (relief!) Swit- 
zerland, the Bahamas and Estonia were new in my con- 
test logs. A lot of the calls I see most contests were miss- 
ing, I worked a lot of newbies. I found the usual assort- 
ment of lids (few) and gentle-to-newbies (many) operat- 
ing. 10 was empty and 80 almost so. 15 nudged 20 out 
of its usual top spot, and 40 bringing up the spare. 


I worked most of the contest with HS-5 headphones 

and Heil Goldline on the boom, but by Sunday my ears 

needed a change, so switched to the Heil ProSet.

I still don’t think I could do a whole contest with it, but 
it sure is a nice change. The preliminary work I did on 
the noise filter settings was time well spent, it saved a 
few Qs in the noisier hours of the day, and no ringing 
ears in bed. Still more room to experiment on the IF 
filters in software, not what I want yet. 


Spring is sprung, the snow is grey, I’ll work on my an- 
tenna another day. 


But it isn't contesting. Nope. Not at all.

Message From RAC 


World Amateur Radio Day (WARD) is coming up! 
WARD is officially Monday 18 April 2022. There are 
no hard limits on when this activity happens, but 0000- 
2359 GMT on the 18th is the centre of things. If people 
want to operate a couple of days before or after, that's 
fine. Many European IARU member societies make a 
week of it. Iam looking for volunteers to activate the 
VE4RAC and VESRAC callsigns. It would be great to 
get the stations active for as much of the day as possi- 
ble. 


All operators MUST be RAC members. All operators 
MUST provide a complete log in ADIF format right 
after the event. Participants will earn certificates for 
making contacts with RAC stations, so if the ops don't 
put in logs, someone will be disappointed. All bands 
and modes may be used. This is not a contest. This is an 
on-air celebration of the anniversary of the founding of 
the IARU in 1925. So, ops can work people pile-up style 
or be chatty, or anything in between. The same RAC 
call can be on multiple bands and modes at the same 
time. We just don't want two stations using the same 
RAC call on the same band-mode at the same time. So, 
it's okay if VESRAC is on 20m SSB and 20m CW at the 
same time, but two different stations operating as 
VESRAC on 20m SSB at the same time would be bad. 


If you are interested in putting either of the callsigns on 
the air, even for an hour or two, please let contact Ed, 
VE4VT af dir.midwest@rac.ca . 

If you are not operating a RAC station, I hope you will 
get on the air and make contacts. There will also be 


certificates available for making contact with the RAC 
stations across Canada.

Proposal 


Last year I gave $1300 in total as grants to our national 
body (Radio Amateurs of Canada)) and to Manitoba 
amateur radio clubs. While modest I thought that given 
the pandemic and amateur radio needs that those do- 
nations were warranted. 


I had intended to increase those donations in 2022 how- 
ever the Russian aggression against the Ukraine has 
resulted in my restructuring my donations to amateur 
radio clubs and elsewhere.
